La Paz, Bolivia, July 22—(AP)

who was thrown bodily from the 
presidential palace, hanged to a 
lamppost and then paraded life- 
less and naked through the streets 
on an army tank. 


After the macabre parade in this 


highest capital m the world, the 
slam president's body again was 
hanged from a lamppost before 
the palace. The four days of bloody 
street fighting in which 2,000 per- 
sons 
were 
reported 
killed 
or 


wounded ended Sunday with vic- 
tory for the rebels. Many of the 
president's close collaborators died 
wilh him. 


Nestor Guillen, dean of the Su- 


perior court, assumed office as 
acting president, but vowed to re- 
linquish the office when Tonias 
Monje, court president, was well 
enough to take his place. He called 
the regime "a provisional govern- 
ment to call elections and then 
turn over power to a government 
chosen by the people." 


The revolutionary leaders prom- 


sed that suppressed civil liberties 
would be restored immediately. 


Report Prisoners Burned 


The rebels reported that par- 


tially burned bodies of political 
prisoners of the Villarroel regime 
had been found m ammunition 
boxes at police headquarters. This, 
they said, was evidence of the se- 
verity of previous measures to re- 
press the revolution. 


Survivors of the final assault on

sdid Villarroel was found wounded 
in the chest. They said he first 
pretended he was a leftist leader 
whom he resembled slightly. They 
quoted him as telling the storming 
rebels:

EDITORIAL 


Expand Dixon City Limits 


There are thousands of residents of this vicinity whose homes 


are just outside the city limits but who are really citizens of 
Dixon and whose residence status should be legalized .by the 
extension of the city limits so that such resident property would 
receive the benefits provided by the city government. 


The Evening Telegraph believes that the majority of home 


owners outside of the rim of the city limits would prefer to be 
included in the corporation and receive its benefits and that also, 
the voters inside the city would welcome the inclusion of their 
near neighbors. 


The present seems like a propitious time for the change. 


Numerous residence properties outside the present city lines are 
badly in need of sewer facilities. Insurance rates in those areas 
have been boosted recently due to lack of city fire protection 
and by coming into the city those insurance rates could be reduced. 


If the outside areas join the city proper the park district 


limits should also be extended to include them so that they could 
receive their share of park and playground facilities. 


Fire and police protection and the modern convenience and 


safety of sewage, street lights, etc., should be available to every- 
one. 
The law requires that all sewage pass through the city 


sewage disposal plant and cannot be dumped directly into the 
river. 


The present north limits of the city run from a point north 


of the intersection of Institute Blvd. and Johnson avenue, in the 
northeast corner of the city, westward to a point on Brinton Ave- 
nue about three blocks north of the Illinois Central tracks and 
the line then take a dive southward across lots to join Galena 
Avenue at the I. C. tracks and then follows the I. C. tracks in 
a curve westerly and southerly to the Rock river and westerly 
down the center of the river to Hancock and Jason Avenues on 
the south side where it becomes the west city limits of south 
Dixon. This line around the curve of the railroad tracks in north 
Dixon leaves all of Swissville and a large residential area of 
North Dixon east and north of Swissville out of the city. 
This 


territory and possibly some other areas around the rim of the 
city should be taken into the city limits if their residents so 
desire. 


Dixon has a population of probably more than 15,000 if all 


the residents could be legally included in the city and such a 
population would put the city in a new and better bracket among 
the cities of the state and nation and be greatly beneficial from 
many points of view. The benefits to the1 people who now live 
outside the corporate limits but who would then become legal 
residents of the city are obvious and we believe they should be 
given an opportunity to join the city. 


An election inside the city and also in the area asking to 


join is required and there must be a majority in favor in both 
elections. The first step would be the presentation of a petition 
from the outside area to the city commission, asking admission to 
the corporate limits. If the council approved, the matter would 
go before the county court and an election date would be set. 


The move would be extremely advantageous to all concerned 


and it is to be hoped that there is sufficient interest in the project 
among residents of the outside area, where the first move must 
be made, to start the legal proceedings necessary and push through 
to a successful conclusion.

25 Pet. of Animals 


in Bomb Test Dead 


Bikini Lagoon, July 22—(AP) — 


Nearly 26 per cent of the animals 
placed aboard ships in the first 
atomic bomb test at Bikini were 
killed outright or died later from 
exposure to lethal rays, a member 
of Vice Adm. H. P. Blandy's staff 
revealed today. 


In addition, about one-third of 


the animals still living are criti- 
cally ill. 


Capt. R. H. Draeger of Blandy's 


staff told newsmen it would be 
months before the full story of 
what happened to 
the 
animals 


could be told. He said the animals 
exposed July 1 suffered "no real 
pain." 


Studies have disclosed, he con- 


tinued, that if the ships had been 
manned by crews, most of the sea- 
men would 
have 
survived and 


would have been handling ships 
not put out of action. 


Draeger reported that of 3,353 


animals aboard the target fleet, 2,- 
732 were taken off alive. 
An- 


other 275 died later, not including 
those killed for purposes of scien- 
tific study. 


All deaths were attributed di- 


rectly to the atomic bomb.

least 50 persons in a terrifying 
blast that shook the modern par 
of this ancient city. 


The attack came 23 days after 


the British army occupied the Je 
ish agency and arrested 2,000 Jews 
and leaders.

Among the 60 reported unofficially 
as injured was an American, cor- 
respondent Richard M^wrer of the 
New York Post, who was reported 
to have suffered a broken leg 
while walking past the hotel.

Pedestrians and traffic vanishec 
from streets in Jewish quarters of 
Jerusalem. Tight cordons barred 
access to the King David hotel 
one of the finest in eastern Med- 
iterranean countries, while soldiers 
dug into the rubble for more bod- 
ies and for wounded. 


Veteran Official Killed

Here is an ABC explanation: 
When the two atomic bombs hit 
Japan, we knew we had a terrify- 
ing weapon and that atomic ener- 
gy held unknown peacetime won- 
ders if rightly developed. 


So it became clear we needed a 
national policy for controlling and 
developing 
the atom. 
President 


Truman told congress this on Oct 
3, 1945. 


At the same time he asked for a 
law that would let him create a 
five-man 
commission, appointee 


by him with senate approval, to 
con trol the whole atomic 
problem. 
energy 


That five-man commission, it 


was plain, would be the key to the 
problem. Would the members be 
civilians or military men ? 


Many people, including scientists 


who worked on the bomb, spoke 
out against allowing military men 
to have a controlling. voice. 


They feaied military men. with 


their habitual secretiveness and

Now a joint committee of house 
and senate—since the two bodies 
had produced different bills—will 
ffet together to try to agree on a 
single bill which both houses will 
okay.

If the "om- 
mittce fails there'll be no commis- 
sion and no law this year, and the

Husted wa« in his S2d year, and 
after 21 years of service for the 
Roosevelts, his pay was cut to 


one dollar a day and the old man 
had to walk more than two miles 
each way, to and from work, and 
then to put in a day's work to the 
best of his ability. For two years 
he faithfully plodded back and 
forth, ram or shine, to earn his 
daily dollar. 


"One 
rainy night, five years ago, 


on his way home from xvork. Mr. 
Husted fell and sustained an in- 
jury. He never returned to work. 
He requested a small pension from 
the Roosevelt family to help sus- 
tain him in his last years. He did 
not get it .although it is the 
custom of the big estate owners up 
the river to pension their old and 
faithful employees."

Among the documents attached 


to the radio script is an affidavit 
by Doctor Cronk on Oct. fi. 1936. 
and bearing the signature of a no- 
tary public in which he .swore 
that Myron Husted had made 
these statements to him. Doctor 
Cronk examined this old affidavit 
a few days ago and acknowledged 
its con tents'and his signature. 


"Here is another case," Doctor 


Cronk's script continued. "Ezra 
Plain, too, worked on the Roose- 
velt estate for many years. Here 
is what he says: 'I was employed 
on the Roosevelt estate for 14 
years, the last ten of which were 
in continuous service as coachman. 
On June 1, 1936, I'was discharged 
without cause after having been 
given two weeks' notice. From, 
both Franklin D. Roosevelt and 
Mrs. James Roosevelt I received 
writen recommendations upon dis- 
charge. The reason stated in their 
letters was that they were going 
to cut down the number of horses 
to one. Actally, they still have six 
horses and I was told verbally that 
I was being let go to cut down 
expenses because they were going 
to get soldiers to do the work. Two 
soldiers are now working on the 
place in uniform, caring for the 
horses. Since my discharge I have 
had no employment."

A photostat of a letter in Frank- 


lin D. Roosevelt's handwriting on 
White House stationery and sign- 
ed by him says Ezra Plain \vas 
"reliable, honest and a good work- 


er," and adds, "I am glad to 
recommend him." 


A photostat of another letter, in 


anoth?r handwriting, signed "S- 
(Sarah) 
D. 
Roosevelt," 
(.Mrs. 


James Roosevelt 1, says ''I have 
found him honest and sober and 
he understands well the care of 
horses." 


Doctor Cronk says he, personal- 


ly, knew the two sergeants of the 
Army who were detailed to the 
Roosevelt estate to care for the 
horses after the dismissal of Ezra 
Plain and that the soldiers "were 
kind of boastful fellows because 
they worked for Roosevelt. I used 
to see them around." He was un- 
able to give their names. 


In closing, the script said Doc- 


tor Cronk had hesitated to take 
part m the radio interview but 
finally decided it was his duty to 
help other people to know Roose- 
velt as his neighbors knew him. 


Other affidavits in the accom- 


panying sheaf said Roosevelt paid 
§2.25 for a nine-hour day for 
laborers as against the local rate 
of 40 cents an hour or $3.20 for 
an 8-hour day. 


Twenty four hours after he was 


interviewed at his office in Hyde 
Park, Doctor Cronk expressed ap- 
prehension that his grandson, re- 
cently discharged from the Army, 
employed as a guard at Roose- 
velt's grave, and a son-in-law, em- 
ployed on a semi-public project 
in the neighborhood might become 
victims of political reprisals, even 
though Roosevelt is dead. 


He said he warned a represen- 


tative of the Republican national 
committee m 1936 that the new 
deal would make it impossible to 
buy radio time for the interview. 
And this, he said, was the reason 
why it never was broadcast. 


A Republican worker assigned 


to that job at the time recollects, 
however, that the Republica/n Na- 
tional Committee got col^( feet, 
tried to get the Jeffersoniah Dem- 
ocrats to take the responsibility 
and finally killed it off them- 
selves.

Early yesterday, a plane swept

Later, another plane 
flew overhead and the pilot tossed 
out his hat containing a message 
saying, "the army air corps is 
with the people." 


Air Corps Helped Before 


Some members of the air corps 


mrticipated in an abortive coup 
June 13, in which at least five per- 
sons were killed. Many aviators 
fled from the country with their 
planes after that revolt was put 
down. 


The current revolution began 


July 13, when a student was kill- 
id during- a demonstartion in sup- 
port of teachers' demands for 
ligher pay. The government then 
prohibited all demonstrations, and 
a general strike was called in 
protest of this action. 


Fifty persons were killed and 


250 wounded last Thursday when 
police fired on a group of demon- 
strators. 


Realizing. that his regime was 


wobbling, Villarroel reorganized 


i cabinet Saturday, forming an 


all-military body. When this failed 
to halt the revolution, he resigned 
yesterday morning an prepared to 
flee the country in his private 
airplane. 


However, student leaders, who 


had amassed a large number of 
arms during the night, threw up 
barricades around the presidential 
palace and moved in for the kill. 


Most of the army units which 


Villarroel had hastily assembled in 
he capital during the last several 
days refused to defend him. 


The municipal police and two 


army battalions, one of which was 
the presidential guard, remained 
oyal to the president. 


Despite .withering fire from the 


mlace roof and windows, the rev- 
olutionist managed to enter a ca- 
thedral next to the presidential 
building. From the cathedral, they 
tossed sticks of dynamite at po- 
ice and soldiers on the palace 
roof. 


Then with the help of t\vo tanks 


they had captured, the civilians 
broke through the barricades and 
an iron fence and surged into the 
palace itself. 


Nestor Guillen, dean of superior 


court, Assumed the role of acting 
president, but said in an interview 
that he would retain that post 
only until Tomas Monje, court 
president, was well enough to as- 
sume office. 


Guillen said he and others in the 


revolutionary junta "form only a 
provisional 
government 
to call 


elections and then turn over power 
to a government chosen by the 
people." 


Villarroel had served as presi- ; 


dent since Dec. 20, 1943. He came 
into power following a revolution ! 
in which an army coup overthrew 
the government of Gen. Enrique 
Penaranda.

Upon th« request of the Circuit Judge, Mr. Merrick continued to per- 
form the duties of the office, even at an inadequate compensation, but 
line*'then, there has been another increase in the duties he is called 
upon to perform. We recognize that the compensation paid the Pro- 
tation Officer since July 1945 has been inadequate and not just com- 
pensation for the services he has performed. 
We believe that the 


salary of the' Probation Officer should be fixed at an amount that 
will be adequate compensation • for the services he has performed and 
will'perform in the future. We realize that present crime conditions 
indicate that there will be a continuation of the existing: need for 
extensive services' to be rendered by the Probation Officer of said 
Court: -Considering the inadequate compensation that has been paid 
to Mr. Merrick since July 1945 and realizing the importance of the 
work he is to perform In the future and the large amount of time it 
will require, it is our recommendation that the salary of the Proba- 
tion Officer of the Circuit Court of Lee County. Illinois, be fixed at 
the sum of $50.00 per month, effective for the month of June, 1946.

America intends to let the Ger- 
mans starve to death. Germans re- 
peat among themselves: "Hitler 
was right when he said other coun- 
tries will let us starve if we lost 
the war." 


Causes Bitterness 


This impression—which both the 


army and military government are 
trying to correct—is responsible 
for much of the bitterness toward 
America's occupation troops." the 
report says, adding that there is a 
widespread feeling that the Unit- 
ed States easily could relieve the 
food shortages if she wanted to 
do so. 


Germans, the report says, point 


to refuse cans full of waste from 
army kitchens and ask each other: 
"Why don't the American give 
the waste to our children'" 


The anti-American attitude prob- 


ably stems from the fact determ- 
ined by an information control di- 
vision survey that up to 72 per 
cent of the population of some 
German cities is concerned chiefly 
with getting more food.
